A cross-eyed condition is called, 
in medical parlance, “strabismus”. 
sometimes speak of it as 
“squint”. There are several var- 
ieties of this disorder, often very 
disfiguring and causing no end of 
embarrassment. 
One type of strabismus is occa- 
sional and periodic. In other words 
it come and goes. The cause may be 
eye-strain or a rundown state of 
health. These render the eye mus- 
cles weak and they pull unequally, 
£0 to speak, the result being that 
the eyebgll is turned more or less 
to one side. A pair of proper glasses 
to overcome the strain and plenty 
of exercise, frech- air, nourishing 
diet and other hygienic measures 
aften correct periodic strabismus. 

In ues the ornare Strabis- 
mus problem is often not so 
simple of solition’ Of this -nnthy 
varieties also are to be noted. In 
the alternating kind, one eye fixes 
for far yision and the other for 
near. In monocular strabismus, 
one eye deviates, or turns hablitu- 
ally from the axis it should. 

Strabismus may also be Internal, 
external or vertical, depending upon 
the direction in which the eyeball 
turns. Internal squint is the com- 
monest form, the eyeball turning in 
toward the nose. Vertical squint is 
the rarest form. 

Usually an, experienced person 
can discover a strablsmus and its 
type by looking at the eyes and

The crowd presses along to each, machine 
and scrutinizes over the shoulder of the 
worker each piece that is spinning rapidly be- 
tween the centres, 

Near the other end a young man with a 
piece-of chalk in his hand fs figuring on the 
blackboard by a complicated system of numer- 
als a gear ratio) He finds the evident answer, 
returns to the dividing head on the milling 
machine, sets the stops and starts. From 
thence on the work of feeding the gear blank 
to the cutter of the miller will be automatically 
taken care of by the machine. All that remains 
to be’done is to see that the cutter is sharp 
enough, and the feed not too fast. _ 

Again the instructor who has been hover- 
ing nearby takes a walk to this machine, 
watches for a moment, picks up a few of the 
cuttings in his hand, examines them and then 
moves on.

learned, the cuttings dropping down teil vol- 
umes, If they are too coarse or. too fine, then 
a sharper tool or another adjustment is needed.

It is being pushed and pulled 
through whining planing mills, and fed to the 
whizzing band saw that sings with the high 
note of an angry hornet as it cuts its way 
along the lines that have been scribed to fol- 
low. And it ls being planed and polished and 
sanded to within an inch of its Ife. Some of 
these pieces will go to form a chair, a flower 
pot stand, a step ladder that folds up, or even 
a bird house, Examples of what has already 
been made on exhibit in the outside hall are 
as varied as they are interesting and useful, 
Given a coat of paint and a polish and th:

they are.

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Taught Girls in Vocational School 


ODAY with many girls In search of 
careers turning to nursing and those 
professions pertaining more particularly 
to the home, they seek more and more, 

training in the arts and manual skills which 
will enter into the program of everyday home 
Ufe. The Vocational Training course at the 
Belleville Collegiate Institute and Vocational 
School, is planned with this aim in mind «hile 
the value of academic learning is not over- 
looked in the curriculum. 

Learning to sew a fine seam is just the 
beginning of the splendid course in dress- 
making and millinery. Prom the first hem *o 
the making of an entire wool"sult seems a big 
step but through the various stages of sewing 
the student arrives at last at the point when 
delicate lingerie, modish dresses and dainty 
embroidery are made with skill. 


Thimble Is First. 


“The first thing a girl has te learn when 
she starta our sewing course?” sald Miss Ever- 
son, head of this department, in answer to a 
query. “That's simple, it is how to 
thimble. Most girls not only do not know how 
to use it but they have a great aversion to a 
thimble and hate using it. However, when I 
insist on a number nine needle with number 
sixty thread for certain sewing, the advantages 
of a thimble in self defence begins to dawn on 
them.” 


But the sewing course is not confined to 


the actual teaching of needlework. It includes 


everything of value in looking after one’s - 


wardrobe. A graduate of the course would not 
only know the finer points of needlecraft, but 
she would know all about laundering garments, 
about selecting them with an eye to suitability, 
individuality and style, caring for them, pack- 
ing and storing them. She would know some- 
thing about the history of costume, about the 
manufacture of the various textiles and how. 
to recognize their quality. 


Actaal Sewing. 


As for the actual sewing the course is 
comprehensive. Pirst work is done on a humble 
Unen dish towel, which is afterwards used to 
“rap around work. Cotton underwear sets of 
step-ins and brassie is the next step, and while 
apparently very simple to make their sewing 
demonstrates many seams and stitches. Cotton 
pajamas, gym shirts and shorts, wool skirt or 
jumper and a “fussy” cotton dress are in” 
cluded in the second year’s work, while third 
year students progress to smocks, handworked, 
children’s dainty frocks, silk slips, silk dresses, 
knitting and embroidery. Elementary mil- 
linery {s taught the first year, work being done 
on felt, the second year on capeline and the 
third year on velvet, 

The youngest girls are the most alert about 
styles and chcose with painstaking care the 
pattern to be used in their dresses. 


Academie Requirements. 


The other subjects in the curriculum of 
the vocational student are English, History, 
Spelling, Science, Physlography, Geography, 
Arithmetic, Art, and Household Science. Sixty 
per cent of the classroom work ts devoted to 


academic subjects in the first form with the* 


vocational work increasing in the second and 
third years. 

In the field of Household Science come the 
study of foods and thelr values in the diet, 
cookery, household management, house decora- 


tion, home nursing, and child care. As'a 
preparation for home-making or for carcers as. 


nurse or dicticlan the vocational course is of 
great value. Miss Erie Grout is in charge of 
the Household Science ,Work and it is inter- 
ssting to note that the cafeteria of the school 
is now managed by two graduates of the voca- 
tonal department who plan well-balanced, 
nourishing meals for their dally clientele of 
student patrons, 


The Surroundings, 


The spacious classrooms equipped with 
every ald in the teaching of such subjects, the 
sewing and household science quarters are 
most attractlve, and are kept in spotless con- 
ditfon. Fragrant spring flowers bloom in the 
windows and on the main desk. But the pride 
of the vocational department is the practicc 


apartment where: the girls can put into use 
the principles of houschold science taught in 
the classroom. 

The apartment is a cheery place, tastefully 
furnished. The pretty lamp shades, and the 
artistic drapes were made by the girls. The 
apartment must be kept in perfect order, and 
Practice meals can be cooked and served there. 





Cccasionally the teachers arrange for refresh- 
ments there after meetings, they themselves 
paying the cost of the meal. 

To the girls who are taking fourth and 
filth form subjects and have a number of 
Spare periods a day, the sewing department 
offers a specific course. The girls May come 
to the department and receive instruction 
along similar lines as the regular sewing class. 
The articles displayed by this special class on
